For  the  first  time  in  the  nearly  forty- 
year  history  of  The  American  Legion, 
its  National  Commander  has  been 
given  the  privilege  of  presiding  over  a 
National  Convention  in  his  own  home 
town.  For  this  honor  I am  deeply 
grateful.  I am  grateful  also  beyond 
words  to  express  for  the  cooperation 
and  unstinted  support  extended  by  so 
many  thousands  of  Legionnaires  dur- 
ing the  past  eventful  year.

To  each  of  you— delegates,  guests, 
and  visitors— I wish  a joyful  reunion.

Parade  Orders 

The  official  parade  of  the  Fortieth  National  Conven- 
tion of  The  American  Legion  will  be  governed  by  the 
instructions  contained  herein,  together  with  the  Organ- 
ization and  March  Time  Table  and  Assembly  Area 
Map,  which  are  made  a part  hereof. 

1.  TIME:  (All  times  in  this  order  are  Central  Day- 

light) 

(a)  The  leading  elements  of  the  parade  will  move 
from  the  “Initial  Point”  (Ohio  Street  and  Mich- 
igan Boulevard)  promptly  at  10:00  a.  m.,  1 
September  1958  regardless  of  weather  condi- 
tions. 

(b)  The  time  and  place  of  assembly  for  each  de- 
partment or  element  of  the  parade  is  shown 
in  detail  on  the  Organization  and  March  Time 
Table  and  Parade  Map. 

2.  ROUTE:  From  the  initial  point  — Ohio  Street  and 
Michigan  Boulevard  — the  parade  will  continue 
south  on  the  west  side  of  Michigan  Boulevard  to 
Monroe  Street;  thence  proceed  along  the  east  side 
of  Michigan  Boulevard  to  Eighth  Street  and  dis- 
band on  east  and  west  sides  of  Michigan,  as  di- 
rected. Line  of  march  approximately  1%,  miles. 

3.  ASSEMBLY  AREA: 

(a)  Assembly  areas  are  indicated  on  the  Organiza- 
tion and  March  Time  Table  and  Assembly  area 
Map. 

(b)  Instructions  for  each  department  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Parade  Committee  and  will  be 
distributed  at  the  General  Parade  Instructions 
meeting  at  11:00  a.  m.,  Sunday,  August  31, 
in  the  Ballroom  of  the  Morrison  Hotel,  79 
West  Madison  Street. 

(c)  Floats:  All  floats,  40/8  box  cars,  and  parade 
vehicles  will  assemble  with  their  respective 
departments.  At  no  time  will  floats  be  allowed 
on  Michigan  Boulevard  except  during  the 
parade. 

4.  ZONE  OF  QUIET: 

Due  to  the  hospitals  in  the  vicinity,  units  assembling 
east  of  St.  Clair  on  Huron  Street  are  requested  to 
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establish  a ZONE  OF  QUIET  until  they  have 
crossed  St.  Clair  Street. 

5.  ORGANIZATION: 

(a)  All  elements  have  been  assigned  to  Divisions, 
each  under  the  direction  of  a Marshal.  The 
composition  of  these  divisions,  order  of  march, 
time  and  place  of  assembly  is  shown  in  the 
Organization  and  March  Table  and  Assembly 
Area  Map. 

(b)  All  Department  of  Defense  units  will  be  gov- 
erned by  applicable  regulations. 

(c)  Each  Department  Commander  or  appointed 
parade  representative  will  be  responsible  for 
the  order  of  march  of  the  units  of  his  depart- 
ment — all  units  conforming  to  the  following 
distribution  and  formations: 

(1)  MASSED  COLORS:  Twelve  (12)  abreast. 
All  American  flags,  the  department  and 
post  colors  of  each  department  and  the 
department  and  unit  colors  of  each  de- 
partment of  the  Auxiliary  will  be  massed 
at  the  head  of  each  department  delega- 
tion in  that  order. 

(2)  American  Legion  units  within  depart- 
ments will  march  in  formations  ten  (10) 
abreast,  one  and  one-half  yards  between 
front  and  rear  ranks. 

(3)  BANDS  AND  DRUM  CORPS:  (As  di- 
rected by  drum  majors).  Not  to  exceed 
twelve  (12)  abreast. 

(4)  AUTHORIZED  FLOATS  AND  AUTO- 
MOBILES: In  single  column.  No  un- 

authorized floats  or  automobiles  will  be 
permitted  to  participate. 

(d)  DISTANCES: 

( 1 ) Between  divisions  50  yards 

( 2 ) Between  departments  25  yards 

(3)  Between  elements  of  a 

department  10  yards 

(e)  All  bands  will  commence  playing  upon  reach- 
ing the  reviewing  stand  area,  which  will  be 
designated  by  signs  with  instructions  to  start 
playing. 

6.  DISBANDING  AREA:  Disbandment  of  the  parade 
will  start  at  Eighth  Street  in  outlets  to  the  east  and 
west  of  Michigan  Avenue  as  directed. 

7.  OFFICIAL  REVIEWING  STAND:  The  official  re- 
viewing stand  will  be  located  south  of  Congress 
Street  (500  South)  east  side  of  Michigan.  Elements 
will  render  a salute  to  the  National  Commander 
while  passing  the  reviewing  stand.  (Eyes  left). 

8.  ELIGIBILITY  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN  PARADE 
AND  CONDUCT  OF  PARTICIPANTS:  With  the 
exception  of  the  police  and  military  and  naval 
escort  and  distinguished  guests,  eligibility  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  parade  is  limited  to  the  members  of 
the  American  Legion,  the  uniformed  bodies  of  The 
American  Legion  Auxiliaries  and  the  40  & 8,  sub- 
ject to  the  following  activities  which  shall  be  pro- 
hibited in  the  line  of  march: 


(a)  The  drinking  of  or  simulated  drinking  of  in- 
toxicants. 

(b)  Participants  under  the  influence  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 

(c)  Use  of  water  pistols  and  electric  shocking  de- 
vices. 

(d)  Female  impersonators. 

(e)  Firecrackers. 

(f)  Box  cars  with  women  passengers. 

(g)  Any  presentation  or  representation,  either  im- 
moral or  in  bad  taste. 

Violaters  of  any  of  the  above  rules  will  be  sum- 
marily removed  from  the  parade. 

9.  FIRST  AID  STATIONS:  First  Aid  Stations  in  the 
Assembly  Area  and  along  the  parade  route  will  be 
conspicuously  marked. 

10.  PARKING  OF  CHARTERED  OR  POST  BUSES, 
AND  TROOP  CARRIERS: 

After  detrucking  in  Assembly  Area,  Buses  and 
Troop  Carriers  are  directed  to  proceed  south  by 
way  of  Lake  Shore  Drive  to  Columbus  Drive,  and 
park  on  Columbus  Drive  between  Balbo  Drive  and 
11th  Street  to  await  their  respective  units.  Units 
to  march  south  from  9th  Street  on  the  east  side- 
walk to  11th  Street  foot  bridge  and  east  to  their 
transportation  on  Columbus  Drive.
